Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  the 
workers  for  their  willingness  and  diligence 
in  carrying  the  Gospel  to  their  neighbour.

This 
is  co-operation. 

The  same  thing  holds  true  with  all 
missionaries.  They  give  and  become 
richer.  Those  who  have  engaged  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon  Missionary  Work  are 
richer.  The  409  persons  receiving  the 
Book  of  Mormon  are  richer. 

Not  only  did  the  409  persons  receiving 
the  Book  of  Mormon  get  benefitted,  but 
it  is  estimated  that  the  saints  engaged 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon  Missionary  Work 
met  and  conversed  and   exchanged  ideas

DISCOURSE  BY  ELDER 
SAMUEL  MARTIN. 


Former  President  of  the  South  African 
Mission. 


ELDER  SAMUEL  MARTIN. 

I  trust  that  I  may  be  sustained  this 
afternoon  in  this  ordeal,  for  I  assure  you 
that  it  is  an  ordeal  to  realize  that  there 
are  ten  thousand  eyes  gazing  at  me  and 
perhaps    double    that    number    who    are 
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listening  to  my  utterances;  but  I  have 
enjoyed  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  so  often 
in  the  mission  field  under  trying  condi- 
tions that  I  feel  confident  I  shall  enjoy 
His  Spirit  while  I  endeavour  to  speak 
to  you  this  afternoon. 

One  of  the  last  requests  made  of  me, 
as  I  was  leaving  Cape  Town  and  the 
South  African  Mission  as  a  whole,  was 
that  I  would  bring  the  love  of  the  people 
of  South  Africa  to  you  who  live  in  Zion. 
There  are  many  still  living  who  remember 
the  elders  who  first  went  to  that  land 
to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the  restoration 
in  1853.  And  again,  there  are  many, 
among  whom  I  had  the  privilege  of  lab- 
ouring, who  feel  to  extend  to  you  their 
love  and  gratitude  for  the  elders  who 
returned  again  in  1903,  after  forty  years' 
absence,  to  bring  the  Gospel  to  that  far-off 
land.  In  1853  the  South  African  Mission 
was  limited — the  elders  bore  their  testi- 
mony to  those  only  who  lived  in  the 
British  possessions,  Cape  Colony  and 
Natal.  When  they  returned  in  1903,  the 
mission  had  increased  more  than  double. 
Instead  of  including  only  about  three  or 
four  hundred  thousand  square  miles  of 
territory,  it  had  been  increased  to  over 
a  million  square  miles,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  in  1890  Great  Britain  decided  to 
take  over  that  large  native  territory  known 
to-day  at  Southern  and  Northern  Rho- 
desia, which  embraces  over  four  hundred 
thousand  square  miles,  all  native  terri- 
tory, and  then  since  the  war  that  of  Ger- 
man South-West  Africa.  This  added 
territory  has  made  it  imperative  that  the 
elders  who  go  to  that  far-off  land  be  sent 
out  two  by  two  to  only  the  large  cities 
within  the  Union. 

The  great  cry  of  South  Africa  to-day 
is :  "  Send  us  missionaries.'''  Since  South- 
ern and  Northern  Rhodesia  have  been 
under  the  control  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment, thousands  of  white  settlers  are 
going  to  that  country  and  are  establishing 
beautiful  cities,  very  much  after  the  plan 
of  the  cities  Ave  have  in  the  west.  They 
need  at  this  time  the  missionary  pioneer, 
that  as  the  population  increases  the  Gospel 
knowledge  might  grow  with  them;  there- 
fore, the  crv  in  South  Africa  is  from  the 


people  themselves :   "  Send  us  missionar- 
ies." 

You  may  perhaps  know  that  the  mis- 
sionaries do  not  go  to  the  native  races. 
The  native  races  have  besought  the  elders 
that  they  would  go  and  teach  them  the 
Gospel  and  that  they  would  allow  them 
to  translate  our  tracts  into  the  native 
language.  They  have  offered  to  have 
congregations  amounting  to  the  thousands 
if  the  elders  would  only  go  and  speak 
to  them,  but  that  time  has  not  yet  arrived. 
The  number  of  missionaries  that  the 
General  Authorities  have  been  able  to 
send  has  precluded  us  from  sending  the 
missionaries  even  into  many  of  the  cities 
where  the  white  people  dwell.  There  are 
towns  of  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty  thousand 
people  who  have  had  no  elders  stationed 
with  them. 

It  was  very  pleasing  to  me,  when  1 
returned  to  South  Africa  afteT  nearly 
eleven  years,  to  find  people  who  were 
pleased  to  see  me  again.  Nearly  twenty- 
five  years  ago  I  had  the  privilege  of  hear- 
ing the  Gospel  message  for  the  first  time 
in  that  land,  and  I  believe  was  the  first 
convert  to  the  Church  through  the  efforts 
of  the  elders  who  came  out  in  1903.  Some 
of  those  who  knew  me  in  business,  politi- 
cal, and  social  life,  asked  the  question: 
"  Has  Martin  gone  mad  ?  Is  he  attending 
to  his  business?  How  and  why  on  earth 
could  he  allow  himself  to  be  overcome 
by  those  Mormon  elders?"  But  when  I 
returned  this  time  and  I  met  some  of 
the  same  people  who  are  holding  high 
government  positions,  men  of  social  posi- 
tion, and  of  the  press,  they  said:  u  Have 
you  really  come  back  to  South  Africa.^ 
Surely  you  will  never  leave,  us  again?" 
And  the  press  requested  me  to  write  and 
tell  them  of  my  experiences  here  among 
this  wonderful  people.  They  gave  me 
freedom  to  write  all  that  I  desired,  and 
from  that  time  on  I  can  assure  you  with 
truthfulness  I  never  again  saw  m  the 
press  during  mv  presidency  of  the  South 
African  Mission  an  article  in  adverse  criti- 
cism of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Lattcr-dav  Saints.  Prejudice  is  breaking 
down.  The  people  as  a  whole  are  ready 
and   willing   to   listen.      The  elders   who 
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come  out  are  men  of  splendid  character 
as  a  whole,  many  of  them  earnest  in  their 
endeavour  to  preach  the  gospel.  They 
are  able  to  take  rebuke  and  slander  with- 
out retaliation.  The  only  difficulty  we 
have  found  does  not  exist  with  the  com- 
mon people  generally,  but  with  those  who 
are  supposed  to  be  teachers  of  truth  and 
light.  It  often  seemed  very  strange  to 
me  that  men  who  professed  to  be  teachers 
of  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
were  not  able  to  discern  the  difference 
between  His  teachings  and  their  treatment 
to  the  elders ;  the  love,  tolerance,  patience 
and  gentleness  which  He  taught,  com- 
pared with  that  which  they  were  pleased 
to  give  in  exchange  for  His  teachings 
to  the  elders  of  this  Church.  It  seemed 
to  me  that  the  pastors  were  unable  to 
discern  the  difference  between  a  lamb  and 
a  wolf,  for  charity  is  often  absolutely 
lacking.  Therefore,  my  brethren  and 
sisters,  I  come  to  you  with  an  appeal — 
Do  not  withhold  your  sons  if  you  can 
possibly  arrange  for  them  to  fill  missions. 
The  Lord  will  open  the  way.  He  will 
bless  those  who  go  into  the  mission  field. 
Let  me  tell  you  the  experience  I  had 
prior  to  gathering  to  Zion  many  years 
ago.  There  was  a  young  elder  who  came 
out  from  Idaho,  I  believe  it  was  Paris 
or  Bloomington.  He  landed  in  South 
Africa  in  a  state  of  collapse  through  ty- 
phoid fever.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital 
and  when  he  became  convalescent  the 
Government  was  about  to  send  him  back, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  he  had  only  two 
pounds  ten  shillings  ($12.50)  with  which 
to  sustain  himself  in  the  South  African 
Mission.  I  had  the  privilege,  as  a  business 
man  at  that  time,  to  go  before  the  Gov- 
ernment and  stand  security,  giving  a 
guarantee  that  he  should  never  be  a  charge 
to  the  country;  and  the  Lord  blessed  me 
and  gave  me  confidence  in  His  work,  and 
with  the  kind  co-operation  of  my  little 
wife,  from  the  day  he  came  out  of  the 
hospital  until  the  day  he  left  South  Africa 
we  fed  him.  I  don't  say  that  to  receive 
your  praise,  but  I  do  say  this  that  I  am 
only  a  humble  man  and  if  God  would  in- 
duce me  to  sustain  a  humble  elder  who 
came  into  the  world  to  preach  the  Gospel. 


He  will  do  it  for  your  son  if  occasion 
requires  it. 

I  want  to  make  one  other  expression 
before  I  sit  down.  I  want  to  appeal  to 
you  parents  to  stress  particularly  the  im- 
portance of  your  sons'  and  daughters' 
reading,  studying,  and  marking  the  won- 
drous blessings  which  are  given  to  them 
by  the  servants  of  the  Lord,  particularly 
their  patriarchal  blessings.  I  can  say  to 
you  with  great  humbleness  and  sincerity 
that  many  times  when  I  have  seen  things 
requiring  great  care  and  good  judgment 
in  the  mission  field,  I  have  gone  alone 
and  read  over  the  blessing  given  to  me 
by  our  beloved  president,  Anthony  W. 
Ivins,  and  at  times  I  saw  the  wondrous 
guidance  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  in 
harmony  with  the  blessings  He  pronounced 
upon  my  head,  as  a  humble  servant  of 
the  Lord  called  to  preside  over  a  branch 
of  His  kingdom.  I  often  felt  very  weak, 
but  at  times  I  could  feel  the  presence 
and  hear  the  very  voice  of  the  Lord  dir- 
ecting me.  And  frequently,  after  I  had 
given  instructions  to  the  elders,  when 
the  mail  reached  me  from  headquarters 
the  very  instruction  which  they  were  ad- 
vising me  to  give  had  already  been  given, 
showing  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  per- 
meates his  servants  and  guides  and  directs 
them   in   all  their  undertakings. 

I  pray  humbly  that  the  Lord  will  help 
us  to  appreciate  and  value  the  words 
which  His  servants  pronounce  upon  our 
heads,  for  I  can  assure  you  from  very 
strong  testimony  that  I  have  felt  their 
power,  their  influence,  and  their  guidance, 
in  my  life.  I  pray  that  God  will  bless 
you  and  open  your  hearts  and  guide  you 
that  you  may  not  think  too  much  of 
wealth  for  self,  but  of  the  thousands  who 
are  out  in  the  world  not  enjoying  what 
you  have  to-day — a  knowledge  of  the  glori- 
ous truths  of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel, 
for  which  I  am  grateful.  I  am  humbly 
grateful  that  I  with  four  others  of  my 
family  should  be  counted  worthy  to  go 
out  into  the  world  to  preach  this  wonder- 
ful message.  I  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
bless  us  each  to  feel  dissatisfied  until  we 
all  have  done  our  duty  in  that  respect. 

May   God  bless  you.     Amen. 
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HOLD  TO  THE  FAITH.

We  are  living  in  a  day  and  age  when 
men  are  endeavouring  to  establish  a  code 
of  living  minus  any  connection  with  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  or  the  prophets  before  Him.  This 
idea  is  not  new;  however,  it  has  been 
tried  and  proved  to  be  abortive  of  the 
essential  elements  of  strength  in  charac- 
ter-building to  resist  temptation  in  the 
hour  of  trial. 

It  would  be  very  unbecoming,  and 
probably  narrow  in  conception,  to  infer 
that  there  are  no  men  living  clean,  honest, 
truthful  and  noble  lives,  who  do  not  accept 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  son  of  God;  but  if 
history  and  experience  are  worthy  factors 
by  which  we  may  establish  a  truth,  then, 
they  prove  that  there  is  no  better  code 
for  character-building^  than  that  which 
has  been  handed  down,  as  coming  from 
God,  and  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  His 
prophets,  and  when  eliminated  from  the 
lives  of  men  or  nations.  They  degrade 
and  fall  in  the  general  standards  of 
civilization. 

Bible  history  clearly  portrays  this  fact : 
that  men  who  conformed  their  lives  to  the 
commands  of  Jehovah  were  the  light  of 
the  world,  for  while  the  people  walked 
according  to  their  instruction  they  were 
abundantly  blessed;  but,  as  they  rose  up 
in  rebellion  and  stoned  and  persecuted 
the  prophets  to  death,  they  themselves 
soon  ripened  in  inequity  and  were 
destroyed. 

Since  the  time  of  the  flood  we  have 
a  repetition  of  this  condition,  time  and 
time  again.  The  first  nation  which  seems 
to  have  been  established  from  the  pos- 
terity of  Noah  and  his  three  sons  were 
the  Egyptians.  While  they  lived  accord- 
ing to  the  teachings  of  those  inspired  of 
God,  happiness  and  prosperity  were  en- 
joyed by  them,  but  when  they  refused 
instruction  and  turned  to  establish  false 
and  man-made  codes,  they  found  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord  withdrew;  their 
perception  of  life  became  confused;  they 


became  hardened  in  inequity;  degraded 
from  a  godly  people  and  were  destroyed. 

We  may  follow  the  same  condition  of 
affairs  with  the  various  peoples  who 
sprang  from  the  loins  of  Ham  and 
Canaan.  After  they  scattered,  they 
established  their  own  code  of  living,  con- 
trary to  the  teachings  of  the  prophets  of 
God;  they  built  up  large  cities,  indulged 
in  every  kind  of  vice,  and  refused  to 
retain  a  knowledge  of  the  true  and  living 
God.  Then  Moses  and  Joshua  were  raised 
up  and  sent  forth  to  make  utter  destruc- 
tion of  them,  and  take  their  land  unto 
themselves. 

The  History  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah, 
Nineveh,  Pompei,  Alexandria,  and  Thebet, 
are  examples  of  decay  which  follow  na- 
tions who  turn  from  the  true  and  living 
God,  giving  their  passions  an  unbridled 
licence,  which  so  frequently  results  when 
God  is  put  out  of  their  reckoning.  Yet 
we  find  men  to-day  whose  endeavour  seems 
to  be  to  encourage  others  to  cast  aside 
all  this  valuable  history  as  fiction,  and 
adopt  the  opposite,  which  has  so  many 
times  proved  to  be  powerless,  and  brought 
destruction  to  the  race. 

Stability  of  men  and  nations  depend 
upon  character,  a  character  which  is  the 
outcome  of  a  living  faith  in  the  word 
of  God.  We  may  read  from  time  to  time 
of  men  who  have  been  guilty  of  seditious 
language  and  acts  against  the  government 
of  the  land,  but  history  clearly  declares 
that  the  undermining  of  the  faith  and 
confidence  of  the  people  in  a  true  and 
living  God  is  more  dangerous  to  the  wel- 
fare and  stability  of  the  people  than  is 
political   insubordination. 

One  writer  has  said :  "  Men  of  character 
are  not  only  the  conscience  of  society, 
but  in  every  well-governed  state  they  are 
the  motive  power,  the  strength  and  civil 
security,  and  the  civilization  of  a  nation 
depends  upon  individual  character." 

Men  may  endeavour  to  establish  by 
scientific  research  and  personal  influence 
a  code  of  living,  which  they  zealously 
contend  for  as  being  based  on  rational 
lines,  but  there  can  be  no  substitution  for 
a  righteous  life  when  alienated  from  the 
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Gospel  doctrines  and  commands  of 
Jehovah;  therefore,  why  try  to  establish 
a  non-religious  code  for  the  human  race? 
Because  the  enemies  of  a  Godly  life 
shout  "  hypocrite "  at  those  who  profess 
or  endeavour  to  imitate  the  life  of  Jesus 
Christ,  it  by  no  means  destroys  the  stan- 
dard "  character."  Character  is  Godly 
because  character  means  the  development 
of  Godly  attributes,  which  even  the  wicked 
are  bound  to  acknowledge  and  to  which 
every  knee  shall  bow. 

We  often  use  the  appelations  "a  good 
character "  and  "  a  bad  character,"  but 
I  like  to  think  of  character  as  the  positive, 
and  when  men  fail  to  develop  the  divine 
attributes  in  their  life  it  is  the  negative 
of  "  character." 

Surely  all  life  and  experience  vividly 
declares  that  the  man  of  "  character " 
is  the  light  and  life  of  the  world;  and 
he  freely  acknowledges  that  he  has  ob- 
tained grace  to  develop  "character,"  by 
obedience  to  the  commands  of  God, 
whereas  we  find  for  the  opposite,  that  it 
is  necessary  to  maintain  large'  armies  and 
navies,  jails  and  houses  of  correction,  to- 
gether with  large  local  police  forces,  to 
protect  those  of  "  character "  from  the 
assaults  and  misdemeanours  of  such  men 
as  are  minus  a  faith  to  obey  the  commands 
and  teaching  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
prophets  of  God,  that  I  feel  constrained 
to  say  with  the  great  leader  Joshua  24 :14 : 

"  Now,  therefore,  fear  the  Lord  and 
serve  Him  in  a  sincerity  and  in  truth, 
and  put  away  the  gods  which  your  fathers 
served  on  the  other  side  of  the  flood,  and 
in  Egypt,  and  serve  ye  the  Lord.  And 
if  it  seems  evil  unto  you  to  serve  the 
Lord,  choose  you  this  day  whom  ye  will 
serve ;  whether  the  gods  which  your 
fathers  served,  that  were  on  the  other 
side  of  the  flood;  or  the  gods  of  the 
Amorites  in  whose  land  ye  dwell;  but  as 
for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the 
Lord.     .     .     . 

"  And  the  people  said  unto  Joshua,  The 
Lord  our  God  will  serve  and  His  voice 
will  we  obey."

Woman   in  the  Church.

"Woman  was  remembered  in  the  day  of 
restoration.  Her  place  and  rights  were 
denned  with  clearness.  She  stands  by 
the  side  of  man,  in  partnership  with  him, 
in  fulfilling  the  eternal  purposes  of  the 
Lord.  They,  together,  shall  enter  the 
courts  of  heaven  and  together  they  shall 
receive  the  blessings  of  Abraham,  Isaac 
and  Jacob. 

By  the  steps  of  faith  and  repentance 
woman,  as  man,  enters  the  Church 
through  baptism  and  receives  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  and,  as  a  member  of 
the  Church,  she  enjoys  every  blessing  and 
gift  of  the  government  of  God.  She 
raises  her  hand,  as  does  the  man,  in  sup- 
port of  the  Authorities  of  the  Church; 
she  takes  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Church;  she  receives  with  her  husband 
the  sacred  ordinances  of  the  Temple. 

"Woman's  free  agency  is  sacred.  "Under 
gospel  rule  it  is  preserved  and  held  in- 
violate. The  responsibility  of  the  free 
agent  is  upon  her.  If  temptation  and 
sin  overcome  her,  she  must  accept  her 
punishment;  but  if  she  overcome  these 
evil  enemies  of  human-kind,  the  glory  of 
the  victor  belongs  to  her.  She  must  work 
out  her  own  salvation. 

The  contest  for  sex-supremacy,  one  of 
the  threatening  dangers  of  modern  society, 
can  not  well  enter  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ;  for,  there,  instead  of  suppression 
and  subjection,  woman  is  taught  self- 
expression  for  complete  development,  and 
offered  full  freedom  of  lawful  action.  The 
history  of  the  Church  is  replete  with 
evidences  of  the  opportunities  provided 
for  woman's  progress. 

A  division  of  labour  and  responsibility, 
heaven  ordained,  exists  between  the  sexes. 
Man  holds  the  Priesthood,  with  its  accom- 
panying duties.  "Woman  co-operates  with 
the  man  in  all  good  works  and  shares 
with  him  in  the  blessings  derived  from 
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the  Priesthood.  Both  take  part  in  the 
activities  of  life.  The  strength  of  one 
makes  the  other  stronger;  the  virtue  of 
one  makes  the  other  more  virtuous;  the 
love  of  one  increases  love  in  the  other. 
Each  supplements  and  completes  the 
other.  The  man  has  the  gift  of  father- 
hood; he  is  the  protector  by  right  of  his 
presidency.  The  woman  has  the  gift  of 
motherhood ;  she  nourishes  and  fosters  the 
coming  generations.  They  share  together 
the  joy  of  a  well-born  and  well-trained 
family.  The  works  of  a  good  man  are 
godlike;  the  works  of  a  good  woman  are 
like  unto  the  tender  yearning  love  of  God 
for  His  children.  We  could  not  if  we 
would  improve  upon  the  plan  of  God. 
Wise  are  they  who  obey  it. 

The  rights  of  woman  are  co-existent 
with  the  Gospel;  but  the  seventeenth  of 
March  is  celebrated  because  on  that  day, 
in  1842,  soon  after  the  opening  of  the 
restoration,  the  doctrine  of  woman's  place 
in  the  kingdom  of  God  found  partial  ex- 
pression in  the  organization  of  the  Belief 
Society.  The!  light  of  truth  concerning 
woman's  sphere  dispelled  on  that  occasion 
much  of  the  dark  error  under  which 
woman  for  ages  had  been  held  as  man's 
goods  and  chattels.  The  noble  history 
of  the  Belief  Society  is  ample  evidence 
of  the  inspiration  that  prompted  it. 

The  Belief  Society  has  a  vast  mission 
— to  feed  the  poor,  to  clothe  the  naked, 
to  comfort  the  sorrowing,  and  to  bring 
peace  among  those  who  contend;  to  help 
one  another  into  increasing  lives  of  purity, 
more  knowledge  and  greater  human 
service. 

The  South  African  Mission  needs  the 
service  and  co-operation  of  the  Belief 
Society  sisters.  It  would  be  an  immense 
help  to  have  them  all  engaged  actively 
in  the  work.  Such  an  example  would 
stimulate  into  greater  activity  all  other 
organizations  and  our  whole  membership. 
Not  only  must  the  poor  be  assisted,  but 
the  weak  must  be  strengthened;  not  only 
must  our  members  be  kept  in  the  faith, 
but  others,  hungering  for  righteousness, 
must  be  taught  the  truths  of  the  Gospel 
— and  in  all  this  the  Belief  Society  has 
given  and  can  give  rich  help. 


Sisters!  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  you 
for  the  help  and  inspiration  that  you 
have  given  in  the  past.  May  you  be 
blessed  to  do  even  greater  works.  Be- 
member  the  glorious  conception  and 
destiny  of  woman,  revealed  through  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  Accept  in  joy 
and  with  pride  the  duties  placed  upon 
you.  Be  assured  that  your  service  will 
bring  a  satisfaction  that  can  be  won  in 
no  other  way.  May  your  reward  be  even 
as  the  desire  expressed  by  our  poetess, 
Eliza  B.  Snow: 

When  I  leave  this  frail  existence, 

When  I  lay  this  mortal  by, 
Father,  Mother,  may  I  meet  you 

In  your  royal  courts  on  high? 
Then,  at  length,  when  I've  completed 

All  you  sent  me  forth  to  do, 
With  your  mutual  approbation 

Let  me  come  and  dwell  with  you. 


A  Two-fold   Purpose.

The  purpose  for  which  the  Belief 
Society  was  organized  is  two-fold.  The 
immediate  need  that  called  the  Society 
into  being  was  to  help  the  poor  and  suf- 
fering, and  those  working  on  the  Temple 
of  God.  The  calls  for  sweet  charity  and 
all  philanthropy  were  the  most  insistent. 

But  that  is  not  the  whole  story.  The 
Prophet  on  many  occasions  after  the  first 
meeting  instructed  the  sisters  as  to  their 
privileges  as  well  as  their  duties. 

On  April  28,  1842,  the  Prophet  record- 
ed in  his  journal  that  he  met  with  the 
Society  and  gave  a  lecture  on  Priesthood. 
Among  other  things  he  said: 

You  will  receive  instructions  through 
the  order  of  the  Priesthood  which  God 
has  established  through  the  medium  of 
those  appointed  to  lead,  guide  and  direct 
the  affairs  of  the  Church  in  this  last 
dispensation ;  and  I  now  turn  the  key  on 
your  behalf  in  the  name  of  the  Lord; 
and  this  Society  shall  rejoice,  and  know- 
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ledge   and   intelligence   shall   flow   down 
from  this  time  henceforth. 

This  is  the  beginning  of  better  days 
to  the  poor  and  needy  who  shall  be  made 
to  rejoice  and  pour  forth  blessings  on 
your  head. 

What  a  glorious  promise ! — the  "  key 
is  turned "  in  our  behalf,  and  we  may 
rejoice  that  knowledge  and  intelligence 
may  flow  down  unto  us!  This  may  be 
done  only  if  our  minds  are  receptive  to 
the  outpourings  of  the  "  knowledge  and 
intelligence  "  which  are  promised  us ;  and 
that  may  be  done  only  through  earnest 
study  and  uplifting  thought  as  well  as 
prayer. 

This  is  also  our  duty:  To  gain  know- 
ledge and  intelligence,  to  advance  and 
grow,  to  become  each  day  more  perfect, 
more  diligent  in  the  process  of  growth, 
development,   self-improvement. 

Gradually  under  the  Prophet's  guidance 
the  real  purpose  and  meaning  of  the  new 
life  for  women  was  unfolded  and  clarified 
in  the  understanding  of  those  who  fol- 
lowed after  him.  Gradually,  the  real 
purpose  of  its  organization  has  become 
more  clearly  defined: 

First,  that  the  entire  sisterhood  of  the 
Church,  through  unity  and  organization, 
may  intelligently  care  for  the  sick,  the 
poor,  the  needy  in  any  walk  of  life;  that 
they  may  administer  charity  in  its  broad- 
est, most  soul-satisfying  sense,  realizing 
that  a  sick  mind  or  spirit  is  often  in 
greater  need  than  a  sick  body. 

Second,  and  of  equal  importance,  that 
the  sisters  through  their  own  efforts  may 
gain  knowledge  and  become  more  worthy 
mates  and  companions  of  the  men  who 
hold  the  Priesthood  of  the  Most  High. 

Indeed,  the  purpose  of  the  organization 
of  the  Relief  Society  may  be  said  to  be 
manifold ;  for,  through  the  exercise  of  all 
the  privileges  of  the  organization,  women 
may  with  wisdom  care  for  family,  loved 
ones,  or  friends  in  need;  they  may  find 
opportunity  for  full  self-expression,  self- 
development,  to  the  improvement  of  body, 
mind  and  soul.

This  year 
is  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church.  In  memory  of  that 
great  event  and  the  many  thrilling  and 
inspiring  and  stupendous  things  that  have 
transpired  in  that  hundred  years,  we 
should  strive  to  do  more  and  much  more 
than  ever  before.  We  may  feel  that  we 
have  commemorated  the  year  1930  well 
— if  at  the  end  we  can  see  many  people 
strengthened  in  their  faith,  relieved  of 
distress,  comforted  in  sorrow,  given  a  de- 
sire to  improve  their  person  and  home 
and  to  have  a  bigger  and  happier  and 
more  wholesome  feeling  toward  mankind. 

One  of  the  big  reasons  why  our  Relief 
Societies  are  not  overcrowded  with  enthu- 
siastic women  is  because  of  prejudice  to- 
ward our  Church — not  our  beliefs.  If 
we  could  push  this  prejudice  aside  and 
have  people  view  the  work  because  of  the 
bigness  and  beauty  of  it,  they  could  not 
resist  the  desire  to  help  in  it.  In  fact 
in  most  every  one  of  our  branches  we 
have  non-members  working  as  enthusias- 
tically and  whole-heartedly  as  any  of  our 
members.  They  love  the  work  and  give 
of  their  time  in  sewing  for  bazaars  and 
often  make  donations  of  articles  to  sell. 
There  are  many  others  who  would  be 
eager  to  help  us  if  they  knew  of  this 
organization.  It  is  our  duty  to  seek  them 
out. 

Our  course  of  study  for  this  year  should 
help  us  to  interest  our  friends  outside  of 
the  Church.  Certainly  our  members  will 
avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to 
learn  about  the  Gpspel  and  health  and 
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home  problems.  The  lessons  on  the 
Evidences  of  the  Divinity  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  will  increase  interest  and 
strengthen  one's  testimony  of  its  truth- 
fulness. The  course  on  Human  Nutrition 
has  been  successfully  carried  out  in  the 
European  Missions  and  to  give  wider 
scope  to  the  course  it  is  being  repeated 
this  year.  It  points  out  ways  and  means 
of  utilizing  all  foodstuffs,  lessening  the 
home  expenditures  and  at  the  same  time 
giving  the  family  the  necessary  foods  for 
good  health.  It  teaches  how  to  lessen 
home  problems  and  diminish  housework. 
Let  us  take  advantage  of  this  oppor- 


tunity to  improve  and  equip  ourselves  with 
knowledge  that  will  brighten  our  lives 
and  help  us  to  help  others  and  also  to 
help  them  to  help  themselves.  That  is 
the  great  purpose  of  this  work. 

The  Relief  Society  workers  of  the 
Mission  are  to  be  highly  complimented 
on  their  splendid  efforts  and  the  work 
they  have  accomplished  the  past  year. 
May  the  year  1930  be  showered  with  a 
double  portion  of  effort  and  accomplish- 
ment. 

"Every  Member  get  a  Member  in  1930" 
not  only  means  a  member  of  the  Church, 
but  a  member  of  the  Relief  Society  as  well,
